der proper supervision and by the use 
of modern machinery.” 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 


Council resumed its session at two 
o'clock, the Warden in the chair. 

Mr. A. Kirk gave notice that on 
Thursday. he would introduce a by-law 
hmending by-law 392.

Tt was mooted to ask all the 
county constables to send in their re- 
signation, Every Reeye could give 
valuable assistance in their proposing 
good men to act in that capacity. 
These latter might be subpoenaed and 
become the servants of the county, 
This would be of material benefit to 
the Sheriff himself and would get a 
very efficient class of men in the coun- 
ty’semploy. ‘I think todo the right 
thing with him (Sheriff Morrison) 
would be to give him $100 to act as 
High County Constable as he would 
have such expenses as correspondence, 


tc.” 
Mr. Mather—'* Have we nota High 
Constable 2” 

Mr. Clark—* Yes.” 

Mr. Vermilyea—* Did you find out 
the High Contable’s duties?” 

Mr. Olark—‘t Yes, to instruct the 
County Constables.” This was told 
him by Mr. P. J. M. Anderson, crown 
attorney. 

Mr. Vermilyea—‘‘I don’t believe 
you can find in the statute the High 
County Constables’ duties defined at 


Mr, Kirk—‘'I can’t see what the 
High County Constable was doing for 
that extra $100 beyond his ‘ordinary 
duties as constable.” 

Mr. Kells and others were certain 
that a High County Constable should 
be conversant with the conditions in 
the various municipalities. It would 
mean & saving of expense and more 
perfect service to have a thoroughly 
esulbpes High Constable—a man who 
would know the right thing to do at 
the right time. 

Mr, Mather felt that the terms of the 
appointment should be learned to 
find out-whether the $100 were honor- 
ary orearned, It was true that very 
few would undertake a constable’s 
duties. Laughingly Mr. Mather said 
that a Constuble should be chosen who 
had no property. 

CONSTABLES!’ PAY DISCUSSED

pity for his time? He doesn’t get a 
dollar unless he mukes an arrest.”

| SHORT GOURSE A SUCCESS 


A Large Attendance of Farmers. 


of the Course 


A free Short Conrse in live stock 
judging was held in Madoc, Thursday 
and Friday, January 26 and 27, A 
large tent was erected on a vacant lot 
about 200 yards from the heart of the 
town. The frozen ground was thick- 
ly covered with hay; the enclosure 
comfortably seated and well heated, 
thus making «wn ideal place for the in- 
tended work. 

In the ring, which was formed in 
the middle of the tent, were placed 
representatives of two types of the 
noblest and most graceful of the ser- 
vants of man, the hackney, which, 
with his dignified action, graceful ap- 
pearance and minimum of toil, might 
be called the gentleman of leisure, the 
avistocrat of horsedom; and the road- 
ster, which, with his compact and 
well-knitted frame, clean limbs and 
knotted muscles, might well represent 
the man of daily labor and endless 
toil. Dr. H. G. Reed, of Georgetown, 
whose reputation as a connoisseur of 
horseflesh had preceded him, took 
charge of the class, and in an hour 
and a half’s lecture gave his hearers a 
very good idea of the characteristics 
of the standard hackney and the ideal 
roadster, and by a comparison of the 
parts of the two types of horses before 
him made very clear their resem- 
blances and differences. 

In the afternoon the attendance was 
so great that the accommodation was 
utterly inadequate, and it was impos- 
sible for all to get a view of the parts 
of the animal which the Doctor was 
demonstrating. © 

The afternoon session of Thursday 
was devoted to the draught horse, that 
powerful animal whose massive 
strength -makes him a formidable 
rival of applied electricity for cartage 
purposes, Here the same method of 
teaching was adopted as before. Each 
person was given a score card stating 
the name, the description and the 
value of each part, making it a com- 
pars tizely: easy matter to follow the 
ecturer. “

They Open the Eyes of Farmors to the | J 
Possibilities of Their Land. | 


The demonstration farm is just as 
necessary to the agriculturist as are the 
open alr encampment and the sham 
battle to the militaman. Ube reading 
of militury tactics can never teach a 
man either to stand steady ander fire 
or to capture an entrenched enemy. 
We know this because of the many 
instances where even a brief visit made 
by some nelghboring farmer to these 


{| experimental farms bas utterly chang: | ary, 1911. 


ed practices which have existed for | 
generations, practices which durmg} 
some seasons bare proved fairly suc- 
cessful and which have caused abso | 
lute failure only at intervals. 

Yor example, shallow plowing got a 
black eye during the season of drought | 
when the farmers noted the result at | 
the experimental stations of deep plow- | 
ing alded by frequent shallow cuitiva- 
tion, a method which kept corn green | 
without wilt and produced a big crop 
of fully filled ears, to say notbing of 
keeping the potato plants green and | 
healthy until a normal crop was ma- | 
tured, 

The early planting of such extremely 
hardy vegetables as carrots and onions, 
which with them assures a good start | 
because of the invariably coplous rain- 
fall of early spring, was only adopted 
when dry weather set in earlier than 
usual, and we by this method had as- 
sured ourselves a crop. In like man- 
ner the spraying of fruit trees annuoal- 
ly, systematically and thoroughly was 
only brought about in the neighbor- 
hood by the extremely healthy appear- 
ance of the small demonstration or 
chards at tho experimental stations, 
the farmers saying little, but being 
quick to note the dark green of the 
foliage and the handsome appearance 
and juiciness of the highly flavored 
fruit—H. B. Fullerton in Craftsman.

STRONG FARM SLED. 


| 
Easily Built and Substantial Without | 
Tenons or Mortises, | 

A writer in the Rural New Yorker, | 
from which the picture shown here- 
with {s taken, says that every farm 
should be provided with one or more 
goods sleds, and one built as shown 
in the drawing will prove very satis- 
factory. It is easily built and sub- 
stantial, as there are no tenons to 
make nor mortises, both of which re- 
quire much labor and seriously weak- 
en the sled. The frame of the sled is 
made of 4 by 4, excepting the blocks 
marked X, which are 4 by 6 by 10 
inches. Upon these blocks rest the 
erosspleces A A A, and upon these 
the upper part of the sled frame rests, 
all being bolted together with half |

inch bolts. Besides the bolts, spikes | 
should be driven through the blocks X — 
to prevent their turning should the 
bolts become loose. Next come the | 
diagonal brace B and the crosspiece | 
at the rear end of the sled just be 
hind the standards. ‘The top of the 
sled may be floored over if desired. 
The tongue is bolted loosely on top of 
the front crosspiece and braced with | 
chains or heavy strap iron braces, | 
Iron soles should be used if possible, 
and good ones are easily made of old |

This sled, as described and shown in 
diagrams, should give satisfactory 
service, but it may be made higher if

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The New Tanift 


At Ottawa, on Friday, Hon. 
W.S. Fielding presented to the 
Government the agreement re- 
sulting from the recent inter- 
national negotiations at Ottawa 
and Washington. The meas- 
ure is a most comprehensive 
one, and if adopted by the Can- 
adian Parliament and United 
States Congress will mark one 
ef the most important epochs 
in our history. 

The More Important Changes 

The chief feature of the pro- 
posed tariff agreement with 
the United States is the remov- 
al of all duties on both sides of 


the border on the bulk of what 
is known as natural products. 


“!the agriculfural clas: 


free trade in wheat, barley, 
oats, hay, vegetables, dairy pro- 
ducts, live animals, coke, fruits, 
eges and poultry—these being 
of the utmost importance to 
3. who 
will benefit to the extent of 
millions of dollars annually. 
The duty on agricultural imple- 
ments, such as harvesters and 
mowers, is lowered two and a 
half per cent., the present duty 
of seventeen and a half per 
cent. ad valorem being reduced 
to fifteen per cent. ad valorem, 
while on plows, thrashers and 
other classes of agricultural im- 
plements a reduction is made 
of five per cent.—namely, from 
twenty per cent. ad valorem to 
fifteen per cent. ad valorem. 
On farm waggons the duty is 
reduced from twenty-five per 
cent. ad yalorem to twenty-two 
and a half per cent. ad valorem 
and reductions are made on 
other items of special interest 
to farmers. 


Among the items on which the 
tariff duties are to be swept 
away entirely are cattle, horses 
and mules, swine, sheep and 
lambs, poultry dead and alive, 
wheat, rice, oats, barley, buck- 
wheat, beans, dried peas, pota- 
toes, butter, cheese, milk, eggs, 
_¢eream, honey, fresh and salted 
fish, vegetables, fresh fruit and 
several varieties of dried fruits. 
This means in effect, if Congress 
accepts the view of President 
Taft and his advisers, that the 
United States definitely aban- 
dons the policy of protecting 
the food producers of that 
country, leaving the doors open 
to Canada, the only country 
from which foods of the sort 
mentioned can be obtained to 
supplement the home supply. 
In meats of various sorts, al- 
though the duties are not en- 
tirely removed, there are very 
material reductions, while flour 
will bear a duty of 50 cents per 
barrel on both sides of the line, 
and oatmeal 50 cents per 100 
pounds, 
ong the miscellaneous ar- 
ticles of importance other than 
foodstuffs on which duties are 
entirely removed by both coun- 
tries are hay, lumber, coke, cer- 
tain classes of steel rods, type- 
setting and typecasting ma- 
chines, cottonseed oil, railroad 
ties, telegraph poles, wooden 
staves, pickets and palings. | 
Considerable reductions are 
made in the agricultural imple- 
ment schedule, « uniform scale 
of duties on both sides having 
been arranged. Among the 
more important reductions in 
the Canadian duties are farm 
Waggons, harvesters and mow- 
ers, 22 per cent.; plows, harrows, 
drills, horse rakes, cultivators, 
threshing machines, hay-load- 
ers, patent augers, feed-cutters, 
grain-crushers, fanning mills, 
hay-tedders and farm or field 
rollers, 5 per cent, reduction, 
There is a long list of ye- 
ductions on various products of 
the mine, the most important 
being a decrease of the Can- 
adian duty on bituminous coal 
from 53 to 46 cents per ton. 
The revenue loss from this will 
be large, over eight million tons 
of bituminous coal having been 
imported last year. This would 
mean about $640,000 in reduced 
duties on coal. The people of 
Ontario now pay most of the 
soft coal duties.

Crop Rotation and Production 


The figures given by Dr. Robertson 
before the Commission on Conserva- 
tion at Quebec last week on the ques- 
tion of crop rotation are somewhat 
startling. Out of 985 farms surveyed 
under the regulations set down by the 
land branch of the Commission, only 
five per cent. practice an effective 
system of crop rotation. This'seems 
hardly creditable, yet we have the 
figures down in blackand white. Crop 
rotation has been one of the things 
strongly emphasized at farmers’ gath- 
erings for many years back. And yet 
after all these years of special effort 
and talks on five year, four year, three 
year and every kind of rotation, only 
five per cent. of the farmers of this 


country practice an effective system of 
crop rotation. What is the reason ? 
Why have farmers fought shy of this 
thing, that in the opinion of those who 
haye made a close study of agricul- 
tural practice the world over, is ne 
sary to maximutn crop production. 
The few who have followed it, as a 
further statement by Dr. Robertson 
shows, are among the most successful 
furmers. If all farmers were farming 
as the fifty best farmers out ot the 
thousand whose farins were examined, 
the field crops of this country would 
be doubled in three years, is the state- 
ment he makes. This should set some 
people thinking. It should be no more 
difficult to follow an effective system 
of crop rotation ‘than a poor one. It 
should take no more people to work 
the land under one system than the 
other, —Canadian Farm.

No more delicious form of “eandy” 
can be made than ehocolate nuts, for 
whieh any kind of nut kernels can be 
wsed, almonds, walnuts and Brazil 
nuts being especially favored.

This cow gave in one day 58 
pounds of milk, from which 2 pounds 
10% ounces of butter were made. An- 
other Shorthorn gave 49 pounds 13 
ounces of milk and 2 pounds 14% 
ounces of butter in one day. The best 
Jersey in this contest gave 85 pounds 
5 ounces of milk and 2 pounds 514 
ounces of butter, while a Devon cow 
gave 62 pounds 13 ounces of milk, but 
only 1 pound 13% ounces of butter. 
The larger breeds are still most popu- 
lar in England. 


SELECTING THE BOAR. 


Highly Important That Head of the 
Herd Be Pure Bred. 

The first requisite in selecting a herd 
boar is to buy from a responsible 
breeder in whom you have confidence, 
It is well to select from a good sized 
litter and from matured parents that 
show good breeding themselves. It 
is often desirable to purchase the boar 
when he is a pig, since if you live a 
distance from the breeder or in an- 
other state the expressage is much 
less. It is well to select a boar pig 
that shows great vitality and has a 
masculine look. He should be broad 
between the eyes, with a good heart 
girth, 

Where a boar is to be used on big, 
rangy sows he should be more com- 
pact than if to be used on smaller 
sows. As the boar gives half the blood 
to the whole herd, while one sow can 
Influence her own litter only, it is 
highly important that, whateyer the 
sows may be, the boar should be pure 
bred and one which will give vigorous 
pigs of good form. An aged sow 
mated with a youny boar will produce 
pigs which will mature earlier than 
those produced when the sow /s young 
and the boar aged. This is a strong 
argument in favor of keeping a sow 
as long as she continues to breed satis- 
factorily, 


Use Care In Milking. 

The warm milk as it comes from the 
cow offers a splendid medium for the 
favorable growth of all kinds of buac- 
terla which may gain access to it. Io 
order to lessen this development milk- 
Ing should be done as carefully aud 
quickly as possible and the milk 
Strained through a metallic strainer. 
Do not use a cloth strainer, for even 
under good conditions this soon be- 
comes a hotbed for bacteria,

He 
was as successful here as in business, 
and today Denmark {fs governed by 
farmers. Every one In Denmark rec- 
ognives the influence of the farmer, 
and the name is a symbol of respect.

Physics at the O.A.O, prepared a plain 
of drains for a 52-acre block of land 
that had never grown a crop —it was 
too wet. The drains were laid that 
autumn, Th 1910 that 52 acres yielded 
potatoes and corn to the value of 
$2,250. The farm lies within five miles 
of the city of London. Why had this 
land Jain useless forgenerations? Per- 
haps the previous owners thought it 
could not be drained—as a matter of 
fact it was a difficult problem, for this 
land was very flat and the outlet poor, 
Perhaps they did not believe drainage 
would pay—this one crop should con- 
vince them. Or perhaps they believed 
in drainage, but did not know just 
how to undertake such extensive 
drainage operations, 
The Ontario Agricultural College is 
endeavoring to help those in doubt 
about drainage. Any farmer in On- 
tario wishing assistance in his drain- 
age problems may haye the same by 
making application tothe Department 
of Physics, O A.C., Guelph. As soon 
as possible after receipt of the applica- 
tion a drainage adviser is sent to make 
a survey of the land, after which he 
makes a complete map showing the 
location of the drains, the grade, size 
of tile, ete. When completed the map 
is sent to the owner, so that he has an 
accurate guide to follow in putting in 
his drains. As in previous years, the 
only outlay to the farmer is the neces- 
sary travelling expenses of one mun in 
connection with the suryey. The 
railways give a vate of acent.a mile 
for this work. so that the travelling 
expenses are light,

THE HIGH COUNTY CONSTABLE 


A by-law was introduced to repeal 
by-law 557, appointing Mr. J. Duffin 
high county constable during the 
pleasure of the council. 

Another by-law was introduced to 
appoint a high county constable to fill 
the yacancy caused by the repeal of 
by-law 557. The name of Sheriff M.B. 
Morrison was put in the blank. In 
addition to the duties provided by the 
Statute, such as preserving the peace, 
ete., he is to reorganize the constabu- 
lary of the county.

STIRLING HIGH SCHOOL GRANT 

The special committee appointed to 
consider the request ot ans Stirling 
High School board for a graot, re- 
commended that the sum of $2,000 be 
paid them in lieu of what was requir- 
ed from the county for repairs. ‘This 
wis signed by Messrs. J. R. Cook, 
W. H. Hubbell and W. H. Kells. 

Mr. Vermilyea asked what ordinary 
repairs were, He claimed that the 
commutation of the three years’ re- 
expenses be tnade by a_ two-thirds 
vote.

On February 6th, death came to one 
of the oldest and best known charact- 
ers of North Hastings, in the person of 
Ralph M, Norman, who died at Mill- 
bridge at the advanced age of 83 years 
and 9 months. 

The deceased lived in the veign of 
five British sovereigns, viz.: George 
IV, William IV, Victoria, Edward 
Vil and George V. Whenbuta youth 
he joined the 8th Hussars, and remen- 
bered the coronation of Queen Vic- 
toria, He belonged to a guard of 
honor for the late Queen, and after 
eleven years’ service he left that regi- 
ment, and joined the Metropolitan 
police. Later he was appointed to the 
military train, and was employed by 
the British Government during the 
Crimean war. He was present at the 


battle of Alma, and at the close of the 
war, when the corps was disbanded, 
Mr. Norman was retired from Her 
Majesty’s service on half pay, with the 
official rank of Captain, 

In the year 1858 he came to Canada, 
and lived in Ontario ever since; first 
at Belleville, then at Madoc, and he 
tinally settled at Millbridge, where he 
has been postmaster for the past 46 
years. In the Canadian militia he at- 
tained the rank of Major, in which 
capacity he drilled many prominent 
residents of this district, among them 
being Sir Mackenzie Bowell, a recent 
premier of the Dominion, 

The funeral took place on Thursday 
last, service being held in St. John’s 
church, Madoc, by Rey. ©, J. Young. 
The remains were afterward laid to 
rest in Lakeview cemetery. 

He is survived by four sons and two 
daughters, who will cherish the mem- 
ory of a patriotic, religious-minded 
and upright parent,

PRINTS OF CHEESE. 


Novel and Attractive Form For Mar- | 
keting Dairy Products. | 

P.-H. Farrington of the Wisconsin 
experiment station bas recently re- 
ported results of experiments on the 
manufacture of cheese tn small sizes, 
the form chosen belng suggested by 
the pound prints of butter which bave 
proved so successful. | 
The cheddar cheese experimented 
with was made by the usual process, 
the only modification being in the 
pressing and in the “follower” used 
in the press. The curd was placed 
In a mold or hoop of rectangular 
shape, the bottom or “follower” of 
which was a carved board divided into 
a number of sections, each of which 
corresponded to a half pound print of 
cheese. Two sections would, of course, 
represent a pound. The form of the 
prints is determined by the carving 
of the board, which may be of any 
size to suit any particular market. 
The sections can be readily cut apart 
when sold by the retailer. The cheeses 
averaged very nearly fifteen pounds 


In this age, when attractiveness 
goes a long way toward the sale 
of any product, it might be well for 
dairymen to consider the possi- 


bility of extending the sale of their 
cheese by bringing it before the 
public in the convenient and at- 
tractive form of pound prints. 


in weight and were divided into fifteen 
prints. he dimensions of each block | 
of cheese were 11.5 by 13.25 by 2.5 
inches, each print being 2% by 2% by 
4% inches. At the Wisconsin station 
no difficulty was experienced in cur- 
ing these cheeses In the same way as 
cheddar cheese is cured. 

The bottom and sides should be 
greased and the cheese turned occasion- 
ally, although/it should not rest on 
the printed surface for a very long! 
time. By exercising a Iittle care in 
handling these cheeses during the cur- | 
ing process, according to Professor 
Farrington, they can be kept clean and 
attractive in appearance, and if well 
made from good milk will develop an 
acceptable flavor that, together with 
the trademark branded into each 
pound, will be helpful in protecting 
the reputation of a certain make of 
cheese. Professor Farrington thinks 
it very likely that print cheese may 
be satisfactorily cured In cold storage 
and that the cheese so cured will pos- 
Sess 4 minimum of rind, with an ex- 
cellent flavor and texture. 


Milk Room Requirements, 

The milk house or milk room should 
be separate from the barn, so that no 
odors from the barn will penetrate it 
It need not be expensive,ut should be 
built so that suntigbt and ventilation 
fre not obstructed. It should be pro 
vided with plenty of cold water and 
also with some method of providing 
hot water or steam for cleaning the 
utensils. It should have smooth walls 
and ceilings, such as can easily be 
kept clean. The milk house should not 
be used as a general storeroom.

RYAN PASSES AWAY, 
Archbishop Dies After Plucky Struggle 
to Live. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 13 
struggle of Archbishop P. 
life has failed 


-The gallant | 
J. Ryan for 
The venerable prelate 
of the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Philadelphia passed away at the 
archiepiscopal residence at 4,08 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, after an illness 
that became serious nearly two weeks 
ago 

Weeping relatives and priests sur- 
rounded the bed when the famous 
church leader breathed his last. They 
had been hastily summoned when the 
patient’s heart began to fail at ll 
o'clock, The physicians knew that 
death was near and the last rites for 
the dying were administered. 

_ In the words of one of the attend- 
ing physicians, the aged prelate’s 
heart had “‘practically worn out,” 

An indefatigable worker, he never 
had spared himself, and the illness 
that prostrated him shortly after 
Christmas was the result of over-exer- 
tion. From the first his attendants 
recognized that the gravest danger lay 
in the probability of heart failure, 
and stimulants to keep that organ 
strong were almost constantly admin- 
istered. 

Had Archbishop Ryan lived until 
the 20th of this month he would have 
been 80 years old. 

The funeral will be held on Thurs- 
day and it is expected to be attended 
by practically all the prominent clergy 
in the American hierarchy who can 
reach Philadelphia in time. The bod:

SECRET SOCIETIES.

The recent mysterious murder on 
Clapham Common, London, draws at-

Accorcing to M. Gianelli, the Mafia 
is “an unapproachable ani multiform 
union of persons of all classes, who 
nid each other, in spit of the law and 
morality, to murder, to intimidate, 
and sequestrate landed proprietors, to 
raise a ring in the corn-market, to 
forge wills, to influence the results of 

_ trials, and to push their best men 
into Government offices.” Its ranks 
include men of all classes, from out- 
laws to mayors and judges, and from 
thieves and sharpers to members of 
Parliament. At one time this re- 
markable band confined its efforts 
principally to kidnapping the sons of 
tich families and to coining false 
money. Now they draw most of their

Lord Mun¢aster, who recently cele- 
brated his seventy-fourth birthday, 
figured in a forribie episode in 1870. 
Returning with a party, which in- 
cluded Lady Muncaster, from Mara- 
thon to Athens, they were attacked 
and captured by bandits, wlio beat 
off the escort. The ladies were re- 
leased, and Lord Muncaster was sent 
to Athens to-negotiate a ransom of 
$125,000, but before this was done 
Greek troops were, contrary to prom- 
ise, moved against the bandits, who 
thereupon carried out their threat and 
shot their prisoners — Mr. Herbert, 
cousin of the late Lord Carnarvon, 
Mr. Vyner, brother-in-law of the late 
Lord Ripon, Mr. Lloyd, and a count 
connected with the Italian Legation at 
Athens.

Department had to do was to assist 
the farmers in the organization of 
Dairying Associations and in Cow- 
testing Associations, and instruct 
them in the proper methods of the pas- 
teurization of the whey. He strongly 
urged upon the farmers the advisahil- 
ity of the testing, showing how the 
average output of the flow of milk had 
increased over 50% through the weed- 
ing out of the poor milkers, 

Mr. Mather, reeve of Stirling, who 
is an easy, fluent and forcible speaker, 
responded to the toast of ** Agricul- 
ture,” and strongly approved of the 
people of this county following the 
practice of many continental countries 
of planting their waste lands with for- 
est trees, which, with proper care, 
would, in 20 or 25 years, free us from 
local taxation. 

Mr. W. B, Northrup, M. P., replied 
to the toast, ‘Our Country.” In deal- 
ing with this subject, he compared 
Canadians with the inhabitants of the 
United States—one of the most en- 
lightened and highly civilized nations 
in the world, and yet when judged by 
this high standart the superiority of 
Canadians was evident. For in mak- 
ing comparisons of this kind,the whole 
population and not a portion must be

Mr. J. A. Caskey, one of the most 
noted breeders of the Holstein in this 
county, responded to the toast, “ Our 
Great Dairy Industry,” He stated 
that a 10-year-old Holstein cow in this 
county had in one year produced 240,- 
000 lbs. of milk or 8 standards, and 
that another cow of the same breed 
although not three years old had pro- 
duced 20 lbs. of butter in seven days. 
These facts showed the vast improve- 
ment that had been made in this 
county in the Holstein. Another 
point he wished to emphasize was that 
the remarkable vitality of this breed 
rendered their milk specially yaluable 
for the children and the sick and con- 
sequently for all people. Turning 
then from the question of the dairy in- 
dustry, he spoke of the proposed tariff 
arrangements between Canada and 
the United States, which he character- 
ized as the greatest boon that had 
ever been offered to the farmers of 
Canada. His belief for this statement 
was reached by a comparison between 
the prices paid for milk here and in 
New York stute. Here the price for 
100 lbs. of milk is 85c., south of the 
line $2.0), Last summer he visited 
the towns of Athens, Sayre, Penn.,, 
and Waverly, N.Y., and made careful 
enquiry as to the condition and mark- 
ets for dairy produce, and he found 
that it was simply impossible to get 
butter at any price, and he strongly 
urged the advisability of the farmers 
of Hastings county doing all in their 
power to have these proposed arrange- 
ments accepted, 

Mv. W. E. Tunmon, reeve of Hunt- 
ingdon, rendered a number of songs

Prisoner-Witness Is Hurried to 
Kingston But Is Back Again. 


Finding Ex-Manager of Farmers’ Bank 

Not In Toronto Jail When He Went 
| For Him on Saturday, Detective 
Duncan Rushed Away to Kingston 
| and Brought Him Back — Travers 
| 


Says He Did Not Want to Go. 


Toronto, Feb. 20 Inspector of De- 
tectives Duncan returned to the city 
Sunday morning with the much-moved

train, this was not done. 


Immediately upon Inspector Dun- 


can's arrival at the penitentiary Trav- 
ers was turned over to him. He took 
him to the hotel and caught the train 
for Toronto at one o'clock yesterday 
morning. The train arrived in Toron- 
to at 6.30 o'clock. Travers seemed 
cheerful and glad to be back. If, as 
is feared by many, his stay in the 
penitentiary, to which he has been 
sentenced for a term of six years, has 
broken his nerves, he did not show 
it on his arrival here, although he had 
sper a meep lets night sitting up in 
the train and lookel weary. From re- 
marks made by Travers and overheard 
in the train it is thought that he will 
now talk at least as freely as here- 
tofore. 

When Detective McKinney went to 
the jail shortly after eight o'clock on 
Saturday morning to take Travers to 
the City Hall to give evidence in the 
conspiracy charge against the provi- 
sional directors, J. R. Stratton, J. J. 
Warren and others, he was told that 
Travers had been taken away by De- 
puty Sheriffs John Brown and Severs, 
who came with an order of Sheriff 
Mowat to remove him to Kingston 
penitentiary to begin his term of six 
years in that institution, Detective 
McKinney immediately telephoned to 
Inspector Duncan, his principal. 
was told to meet the train at the Don 
station and get the man, and Detec- 
tive Guthrie was also rushed to that 
point. 

Meanwhile Detectives Armstrong 
and Newton were hurried from head- 
quarters to the Union Station to in- 
tercept Travers aud his escort at the 
train, which left at eight o’clock. They 
arrived there just as the train was 
pulling out. They boarded the train 
and tried to recover the witness, but 
the deputy sheriffs would not give 
him up. The city officers were forced 
fo jump from the train at Cherry 
street, as it did not stop at any place 
this side of Oshawa. Therefore the 
other two city men got no chance to 
interfere. 5 

Inspector of Detectives Duncan was 
angry. He immediately notified Crown 
Attorney Corley and Magistrate Deni- 
son, and Assistant County Crown At- 
torney Monahan was also on the job 
at the City Hall, and several councils 
of war were held on the spot. 

Inspector of Detectives Duncan is- 
sued a statement. He said that he 
had been informed of numerous efforts 
to close Travers’ mouth. These efforts 
originated in sources which the. in- 
spector either did not know or did not 
care to divulge. He declared that 
Travers had told him that he had 
been approached by a jail guard and 
others who had told him that the best 
thing he could do for himself was tu 
keep his mouth shut. 

He said that a guard had come to 
him while in the jail telling him that 
Inspector Duncan had been pulled 
off. Crown Attorney Corley had been 
pulled off, and that he was a fool to 
go on talking. Either this man or 
another had puinted out to him that 
he might easily antagonize those who 
could have it in their power to influ- 
ence his release on parole, but that 
if he did not keep silent and went on 
giving informatior which might ex- 
pose influential men, he not only 
would lose all chance of any paruvle, 
and be compelled to serve out his full 
time, but that he would be taken from 
the jail and further prosecuted and 
would get as much as twenty years 
in prison. 

He was told, he said, that if this 
could not be done in the Police Court, 
owing to the fact that he had been 
given the protection of the court, it 
would be Hote by indictment befor2 
| the grand jury.

On the Sist of August, 1813, Licut.- 

Col. Robert Campbell, of H.M. 52nd 
Regiment, then on active service in 
the peninsula, volunteered to lead a 
forlorn hope, or storming — party, 
against San Sebastian. His offer was 
accepted, and the colonel and his 
brave soldiers, in the face of a ter- 
rible storm of lead, accomplished this 
purpose. The fatalities were very 
heavy, and the colonel received four 
bullets in his body. He carried them 
with him till his death at Campbell- 
ford, Ont., 1836, when they were ex- 
tracted. These bullets are now in the 
possession of Lieut.-Col. Vance Grave- 
ley, of Toronto, and are preserved by 
him in a glass case, with many other 
relies of the late Colonel! Campbell. 

It is interesting to note that Col. 
Campbell and his brother, Major 
David Campbell, were the first set- 
tlers in Seymour, County of Northum- 
berland, and founded what is now the 
thriving little town of Campbellford, 
Ont. Lieut.-Col. Vance Graveley 
married the adopted daughter of 
Major David Campbell, and it was in 
consequence of this relationship that 
the mementoes of Colonel Campbell’s

A letter dated Horse Guards, Aug. 
19th, 1814, signed ‘‘Frederick,” Duke 
of York. Commander-in-Chief,  in- 
forming Col. Campbell that H.R.H., 
the Prince Regent, had been graci- 
ously pleased to order a medal to be 
struck commemorative of the sicge 
and assault of San Sebastian, and his 
being wounded in the battle of Coa, 
and to be conferred on him with 
authority to wear it. This gold medal 
is also in the possession of Lieut.-Col. 
Graveley. Only three such medals 
were ever issued for San Sebastian, 
and were only given for Special ser- 
vice. -The other two medals were 
awarded to Sir Thomas Picton and 
General Burgoyne. The medal in 
question is a heavy piece of gold 
beautifuly engraved and set in cry- 
stal, made by the famous jewellers, 
Rundell, Bridge & Rundell, jewellers 
to H.R.H. the Prince Regent, and 
contained in a satin lined, morocco 
ease with Peninsula ribbon and gold 
buckle attached. Among the collec- 
tion is also a silver snuff box lined 
with gold, presented to Col. Robert 
Campbell by Colonel Mein, 1832.

Farmers 


At the illustrated lecture on drain- 
age given in the Town Hall, Stirling, 
on Tuesday evening, February 14th, 
Mr. W. R. Reek, B.S.A., drainage ex- 
pert from the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, very ably pointed out the benefits 
of drainage, showing by the slides the 
effects of the soil and 
He also very clearly explained, 
with the assistance of the slides, how 
to perform the various drainage oper- 
ations, namely, taking the levels along 
a drain, digging a drain true to grade 
and laying tile true to grade. Mr. 
Reek emphasized the value of using 
the very best tile. He also appealed 
to the farmers the necessity of mak- 
ing sure of their levels before putting 
in drains. 

Mr, Reek explained how that the 
Department of Physics at the Ontario 
Agricultural College was again under- 
taking to give drainaye assistance to 
the farmers of the Province during the 
coming summer, an account of which 
appeared in the columns of this paper. 
But he said the farmers of Hastings 
county need not look to them for this 
assistance as they had Mr. BE, B, Palm- 
er, drainage expert of the Department 
of Agriculture in Stirling at their dis- 
posal, 

Mr. Palmer was considered one of 
the best advisers among the ten drain- 
age surveyors from the College, who 
assisted the farmers during last sum- 
mer, The farmers of Hastings county 
should make use of his excellent ser- 
vices.
